For that reason inspectors may 
relax alittle onthe elder age 
limit. provided the horso is 
sound in wind, supple in his 
joints. and well preserved in 
body, but there is no such thing 
as relaxing the rules as to the 
younger. An animal must 
have all of his permament teeth 
or ‘he will not be accepted. 

The work that army horses 
are rdquired to do is extremely 
trying to the feet and wind, 
consequently there must be no 
flaws in these points, but splints 
that are not accompanied by 
lameness, and wire marks that 
do not stiffen the joints, are 
frequently overlooked. 

The need for artillery horses 
must be“ harness wise” before 
they will be accepted. They 
need not be “farm broke,” but 


they must not resist being 


harnessed and hitched up, and 
they must start without plung- 
ing or balking.

INRY BY-PRODUCTS 
FEEDING TO PIGS 


About 1880, a sudden change 
in Danish agricultural pro- 
duction took place; milk and 
butter production became the 
most important factor in the 
agriculture of the country 
Farmers were then faced wiih 
the problem of a better utiliza- 
tion of dairy byproducts such as 
skim milk and when, only a 
small part of which could be 
used in cheese-making.

GRAIN-GAN NOW 
BE CLEANED 


~ WHILE THRESH 


inion Department of Agricul- 
ture, it is estimated that the 
loss entailedin shipping West- 
ern grain uncleaned, amounts 
to considerably more than half 
a million dollers. ‘The follow- 
Ing accounts of an experiment 
by a Western grower should be 
of value in connection with the 
problem of eliminating the 
waste due to the shipment of 
grain subject to dcckaye on 
account of screenings. 

A Monitor cleaner and a five 
horse-power engine to run it 
were purchased and both mount 
ed on an extra strong wagon 
gear. A 15-foot ordinary grain 
elevatur was attached to the 
elevator spout to deliver the 
grain into a wagonor bin. An- 
other wagon’ received the 
screenings mostly broken or 
shrunken grain. The cost of 
the entire outfit. including oper- 
ations, repairs and interest on 
capita!, was $1,195. The grower 
calculates that he saved on his 
on his 80,000 bushel crop 1,600 
bushels of broken and shrunken 
wheat worth $960, freight on 
which to the terminal elevator 
would have cost $220, and 
haulage to the local elevator 
$64. Hethus has a profit of $49 
The outfit paid for itself in one 
year, and he says is as good as 
when it started. 

This experiment, it is argued, 
proved that cleaning grain ona 
large farm is practicable where 
one has his own outfit. On a 
medium sized farm where the 
threshing is hired out, it could 
not be done in the case of grain 
hauled directly to market. 
When the grain is stored on 
the farm before hauling, clean- 
ing is practicable and advisable. 
The really practable way forthe 
whole country generally would 
be that the threshing outfits 
should include a grain cleaning 
attachment,:as many of them 
now do asheaf loading machine 

Any ordinary threshing ma- 
chine if fitted with proper 
screens and carefully operated 
is capable of removing many 
of the smaller weed seeds that 
now constitute a considerable

|how the sisal fibre becomes incor-

;the storage are shown, together with 


the damage caused by the incorpora- | 


tion of straw and chaff into the

Two large cases contain representa- 
tive fleeces of the most important 
breeds of Canadian sheep. In these 
cases beginners are given an oppor- 
‘tunity to compare the wool of the dif- 
ferent breeds, and thus become 
quainted with the average weight of 
fleece and quality of wool obtained 
{from each. One large case contains 
| fleeces of Canadian wool represent- 
‘ing the different classes as they are 
igraded for the market. 

The processes of woolen and wors- 
jted manufacture are illustrated by 
‘samples representing the intermediate 
products from the wool in the grease 
{to the finished cloth. This serves to 
}give the public an idea of the types 
lot wool entering into the different 
classes of fabrics. Although the live 


ing specimens are not shown, a num-! 


ber of enlarged photograps of repre- 
sentatives of the different breeds as 
wellas entire flocksare included in the 
exhibits. :

MEETING FARM LABOR SHORTAGE 


HE Deparment of Agriculture for the Province has come) 
pleted its organization to meet the problem of harvest) 
help. Ata meeting in Winnipeg at the end of July, a repre- 
‘Wentative of the Alberta Department of Agriculture and_ like- 
wise of the provinces of Saskatchewan and Manitoba met the 
passenger agents of the three transcontinental railways and 
made arrangements for the distribution .of harvest hands at 
reduced rates in all three provinces.

The railway companies will offer special rates for harvest 
ers’ excursions from the east from Aug 15 to 22 and for thresh- 
ers from Aug 2‘) to Sept 5th. Concession for the transportas 
tion of laborers within the province have likewise been secured, 
The rate both for the transportation of laborers from Winnipeg 
to points within Alberta and for laborers going from one point 
to another within the province is one cent: per mile, with a 
minimum of one dollar and fitty cents, It is estimated that 
10,000 laborers are required in Alberta. The sources of supply 
are Kastern Canada, Sarcee Camp, the United States by way of 
Winnipeg, Coutts and Kingsgate, and the Province of British 
Columbia, 
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The Department of ‘Agriculture has carefully organized its 
intelligence and distribution service under the direction of Chas, 
8. Hotchkiss, Chief Publicity Agent for the Department. Lab- 
borers are distributed from three pointsin the province,—-Ed-| - 
monton, Calgary and Lethbridge. Certificates which will entitle 
the holder to purchase tickets at reduced rates are issued by 
agents of the Department at these points. The parties in charge 
are Chas. S, Hotchkiss at Edmonton, J. A. Weir at Lethbridge, 
W. Grant at Dairy Commissioner's office, Calgary and L. Hart- 
man at Sarcee Camp. Another agent is situated at Prince 
George and tickets are available from railway agents at the 
boundary on presentation of certificates from Canadian Govern- 


nient agents which will be good for reduced rates, and from Mr.| 


Ireland of the Department of Labor in Vancouver for rates 
from Vietoria, Vancouver and New Weatmifister. 
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‘The agencies of the department are established not onty 
for securing the distribution of harvesters’ but for supplying 
on request the needs of farmers. Already a considerable move- 
ment has taken place among. the soldiers, of homesteaders to 
points east and south of Edmonton, and of others from Calgary 

_and Lethbridge. 
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Chas. S. Hotchkiss, Chief Publicity Agent, Department of 
Agriculture, will answer all enquiries and requests. 


FUND TO HELP JACK TAR x 


BRANCH of the British Sailors’ Relief Fund is to be es- 
tablished in this province, its purpose being to help in 
the raising of a fund of a half a million dollars to look after 
disabled sailors and the dependents of the sailors who lose their 
lives in or through this wav. Anyone who considers for a 
moment what the navy has done and is still doing iu this war— 
as well as what it has been doing all these years to guard the 
safety and integrity of the Empire, including our own portion 
of it, should contribute from a sense of shame, if from no 
nobler motive. For reasons which need nut he mentioned for 
they are controversial, Canada has borne only a trifling part 
if the war at sea. She has had her fighting done for her by 
the other Dominions, or by the sailors of the British navy, 
whom she is now called upon to remember. The pay of the 
British sailor is a mere pittance; and when his life is snuffed 
‘out, as it may be any day, he leaves the“ old girl and the young 
uns” to the mercy of those he gives his life for. That 
“those that live.at home at ease” as the sailor's poet 
puts it, The British Sailors’ Relief Fund Committee is the 
agency appointed to look after us,and make us pay up and 
look pleasant, and it is to be hoped that it will meet with a 
large measure of success. It is expécted that this new organi- 
zation will be hailed by some as another means for drawing 
out money for war purposes, but anyone who is called upon to 
bear no more exacting a partin this war than contributing for 
the relief of those who do the fighting should have very little 
complaint ; and the man who cannot scrape up something for 
big-hearted, good natured, brave-souled Jack Tar, must be very 
very poor—either in pocket or soul. 


GERMANY USING 
CANADIAN NICKEL 


T WAS readily asserted when the German merchant subma- 
rine. the Deutschland, entered Baltimore that she would 
take on her return journey a cargo of nickel. Hence the Canae 
dian Government had to face one of the gravest questions that 
has arisen since the war began, as practically’ the entire world’s 
supply of nickel comes from Ontario and New Caledonia, an 
island ‘lying about 800 miles northeast of Brisbane on the east 
coast of Australia. The latter supply is under complete control 
of the French Government since the island belongs to France, 
The main ‘source of nickel for the world is the Ontario supply. 
This isan area of about 100,000 acres at Sudbury, controlled by 
the International Nickel Company. Nickel is essential to the 
manufacture of rifles, machine guns, armor plate and the killing 
end of ammunition bullets. The very nickel which Germany 
has used inher terrible destruction of life and property has 
been from the Ontario mines,
